Instead of taking this view of it, Miss 
Mitford began enjoying it at the age of 
3 years and kept on until at her death 


In 185 she was the most celebrated 


woman of that generation except Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe. Miss Mitford dis- 
approved Mrs. Stowe on the ground 
that Mrs. Stowe, being herself unable or 
unwilling to enjoy life, used her genius 
in preventing other people from doing 
80. 

Becoming a génius at the age of 3 
years, Miss Mitford enjoyed her own 
genius and that of almost everyone else 


except Mrs. Stowe. She became a genius 


early because her incompetent but ador- 
ing father taught her to read almost is 
soon as she could talk. At 3 years, she 
stood on the center table and read 
poetry, politics and anything else that 
was called for by her admiring audi- 
ences. When she began writing, her 
genius was so greatly admired by her 
incompetent but delighted father that 
she wrote first what pleased him most. 

What pleased him most was what an- 
noyed him least. Above all things, he 
disliked to be annoyed. From the age 
of 3 until her old age, his adoring daugh- 
ter disliked above all things to annoy 
him. Dislike of being annoying be- 
came thus one of her fixed habits. She 
carried it into literature with her at a 
time most of the literature on the Brit- 
ish market was in some way annoying. 
Her style seemed more delightful by 
contrast. Her books soon became best 
sellers” and at times she was paid as 
much as “15 guineas a sheet.“ 

As her inefficient mother and incom- 
petent father grew older, her father 
grew so much more incompetent that his 
wines and other comforts called for 
more than she could make except by 
the hardest drudgery in writing. This 
pushed her from one thing to another 
to provide for her parents, 
she wrote Our Village,“ which is (and 
which will remain) one of the most de 
lightful books in the English language. 
She became a great celebrity, patron- 
ized by Queen Victoria and royal Dukes 
and Duchesses. This was the only pe- 
riod during which she was proud. She 
left her little cottage in the roadside 
village of Three-Mile Cross“ to enjoy 
her London celebrity. In preparing to 
associate with other celebrities at a 
London dinner, she bought a yellow tur- 
ban, which, when displayed in the shop 
window, had a tag on it reading, “Very 
Chaste, only 5s. 8d.“ It was a glorious 
headdress, and she wore it at the din- 
ner in her honor after forgetting to 
pull off the tag. The tag, hanging down 
her back, delighted her admirers as 
much as their admiration did her. 

A literary lady (Mrs. Hall, who was 
jealous of her) finally removed the tag 
and told the story. But without know- 
ing the story, Mary Russell Mitford re- 
covered her own secret of enjoying life 
in her own way and went on enjoying it 
until she died @ good-natured old maid. 
In the meantime, she had cared for her 
parents and adored her incompetent fa- 
ther, keeping him alive and in the en- 
joyment of life with the best of daugh- 
ters until he was over 80. 

Her blography is ‘now written by W. 
J. Roberts, with the title, “Life and 
Friendships of Mary Russell Mitford.” 
All that belongs to her life and friend- 
ships in the book is delightful. The 
part which is not delightful belongs to 
the sub-title, The Tragedy of a Blue 
Stocking.“ This part the author de- 
votes to proving that her incompetent 
father was a fit subject for modern 
regulations under which such fathers 
are sent to the workhouse for failing 
to support their families. The “‘tragedy’’ 
is a result of the way he imposed on his 
daughter's love and kindness. But as 
she met the test by “petting’’ the ol! 
man until he had a complexion Hike tha 
sunny side of a peach. She thought 
him beautiful and adorable. She was a 
blue-stocking saint, without suspecting 
it. She became more and more de- 


Nghtful and found the world more so, 


until she will always be remembered for 
her genius in pleasing and being pleased.

Boys would read 
it gladly, but modern scholars would 
condemn it, because they would be 
ashamed to enjoy it. Both boys and 
scholars are natural enough to read his 
story of the “Song of Roland“ with 
giadness. It is one of the best “epics” 
of its class.—(Campbridge University 
Press.) 

Way imustra tes how modern poets al- 
ways write epics when they write them 
at all. As they are ashamed to de as 
natural as, they feel about modern man- 
slaughter, they go far back into the old 
est times and rewrite the oldest legends 
which are so naturally that they have 
ved for centuries. Quintus of Smyrna. 
who probably lived about the end of the 
fourth century of the Christian era, did 
this. His world was too civilised for] 
him to enjoy. He took all the tales of 
Troy Homer had not used and worked 
them out into “The Fall ot Troy,“ an 
epic poem which is very much Detter 
than the “Song of Roland.“ 

Way is so much of an epic poet him- 
self that he has now translated it into 
English blank verse, which is often as 
good as Ténnyson's who when he wished 
to illustrate effective homicide for no- 


ble purposes, went back to the “Age of 
the Round Table. After being almost 
forgotten for 150 years, Quintus of 
Smyrna, is now re-established as an epic 
poet, with this first-rate English epic 
poem by Way on one page, and his own 
Greek verse on the page opposite.

He did not consider that he owed 
the public an apology for his great wealth, and 
he did not sue with huge bribes for forgiveness, 
forgetfulness or favor. He erected no monu- 
ments to vanity. He legitimately went about his 
own business with an independence which forced 
admiration from free American citizens—and his 
generosity, his kindliness, were real, prompted 
by the heart. Measured by the deeds that sprang 
from it, it was the heart of.a big man. 

Of what use is it te recount the mere money 
gifts of a man of vast wealth? How little of 
the true character of the donor can be told in 
a column of figures. Too often they are set forth 
for want of something better; too often they 
conceal, they mislead, they lie The real 
generosity and genuine quality of a man are 
more likely to be expressed in the charity of 
hig right hand of which his left hand neither 
receives nor gives a sign. Many there are whose 
tears of gyief alone tell.of the secret kindness 
of Mr. Busch. Yet no public appeal, no worthy 
cause, ever sought of him in vain. 

In his death the world has lost a singular ex- 
ample of successful enterprise coupled with high 
integrity, St. Louis has lost a big private citizen 
actively identified with a half-century of its 
growth, and thousands of men and women and 
children have lost a good friend. 
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HUERTA, RULER BY ARMS. * 

A Mexican Senator sharply criticised Presi- 
dent Huerta. The Senator suddenly and mys 
teriously. disappeared. Both houses of the 
Mexican Congress passed resolutions holding 
Huerta responsible, and demanding guaranties 
for their own safety. Huerta replied Friday by 
sending soldiers to the Capitol to arrest 110 
deputies, whom he lodged in prison.

What will be the cost of completing the bridge 
under Leo J. Scherrer’s A. & M. approach plan? 

The cost if the city does the work itself is easily 
figured. Both railroad and wagon approach can 
be completed for $2,750,000. Comptroller Player 
has shown that an item of $247,000 in the annual 
budget will not only pay the interest on this sum, 
but will make a contribution to the sinking fund 
sufficient to wipe out the indebtedness in 20 years. 
Total cost under the city accdunt plan—$4,940,000. 

The Scherrer proposal is that, for the railroad 
approach alone, which would cost the city about 
$2,000,000, a rental of $180,000 a year shall 
be paid for 50 years, or $9,000,000 in all. For an 
extension of the approach from the East St. Louis 
bluffs to the point where the trunk lines enter St. 
Clair County he asks $1,200,000, which, with the 
wagon approach, would increase the annual rental 
by almost $180,000 a year more, or perhaps to 
$350,000 in all. Total cost of this Scherrer pro- 
posal, $17,500,000. 

The difference of $12,560,000 in favor of the city 
doing its own work is disputed by Mr. Scherer. 
He says he will build the railroad approach for 
$180,000 a year rental and the wagon approach 
for $60,000 a year, or $240,000 a year in all. Total 


cost to the city of this proposal—$12,000,000. Dif- 
ference in favor of the city account plan—$7,- 
060,000. 


But Mayor Kiel is said to be impressed with a 


modification of the Scherrer plan which will run 


for only 20 years instead of 50. The details of this 
plan are not explained, but it would seemingly 


call for annual payments of $280,000. Total cost 


of this plan in 20 years—$5,600,000. Difference 
favoring the city’s own 20-year plan as against 


this plan—$660,000. 


With this confusion in figures in the prelimi- 


naries, what confusion might not be expected in 
actual constructive work under the Scherrer plan?
